*,.*The following regulations made the 

: Secretary of State for India in rat are 
liable to alteration from year to year, 

(1) Candidates selected at the Open Com- 
petition held in London will be required to 
remain in the United Kingdom on probation 
for one or two years, as may be decided by 
the Secretary of State for India in Council. 

(2) Candidates selected at the Open Com- 
petition held in India and candidates selected 

_ in India otherwise than by competitive exam- 
ination will be required ‘to proceed to the
